WASHINGTON — The National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis-

In addition to the 13,500 acres 
for the actual test site to which 
the government will take fee 
simple title, a total of 103,000 
acres in Hancock and Pearl River 
counties and 25,300 in St. Tam- 
many parish will be taken in ease- 
ment rights. 

A condemnation suit to acquire 
the easement rights in the Louisi- 
ana tract district court by Norton 
L. Wisdom, special assistant to 
United States Attorney M. Hep- 
burn Many. Similar action to ob- 
tain the Mississippi land was 
taken by the United States at- 
torney in Jackson. 

The court actions ask that after 
condemnation the owners of the 
land be awarded just compensa- 
tion.

Workers who have been totally 
disabled for a year and a half or 
more, and their dependents, may 
lose some back payments if they 
do not apply for their social se- 
curity benefits before the end of 
November. 

Under the law, social security 
payments may be retroactive for 
up to 12 months, Mr. Drane ex- 
plained. Therefore, for those per- 
sons who became eligible for pay- 
ments in October of last vear. 
when most of the 1960 amend- 
ments went into effect, each 
month of delay in applying for 
their benefits will now mean a 
month’s benefit lost. 

Also, there are many aged 
workers who have not applied for 
benefits because they feel they are 
now earning above the maximum 
to be eligible for payments, Mr. 
Drane added. They may be wrong, 
he said, especially since new 
changes in the law have been 
made. In fact, they may be eligi- 
ble for payments for some months 
of 1961, if not for the entire year. 

Moreover, he pointed out, even 
if they are not eligible for pay- 
ments now, by applying now, they 
can receive their benefits as soon 
as they do become eligible. 


supervisors of the 82 counties 
and mayors and aldermen of Mis- 
sissippi municipalities. 

“Increasing needs for more 
roads and better streets have 
been apparent for several years,” 
Phillips said. “These studies by 
the Automotive Safety Foundation 
and the University of Mississippi 
should form a sound approach for 
meeting these needs.” 

Phillips described present Mis- 
sissippi highway problems as a 
“two-way squeeze.” On the one 
hand, he said automobiles have 
more than doubled since World 
War II, industry, diversified farm- 
ing and tourist traffic have mush- 
roomed; while on the other hand 
the state’s secondary road needs 
have never been provided for, 
and older sections of the primary 
system are deteriorating. 

“These older roads were never 
built for ‘today’s traffic volume 
and heavy loads,” he said. The 
cost of maintenance has become 
and only a “major 
overhaul” on many sections will 
keep Mississippi from falling be- 
hind other states in highway de- 
velopment.
